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No school places for 
children angers mum

A MUM is in uproar as two of her 
children are still waiting to be al¬ 
located a school placement. 

Anna Davies, 35, moved to So- 
ham from Northamptonshire with 
her partner and her four children 
on August 15. 

Anna, who has recently quali¬ 
fied as an early years practitioner 
and who moved to the county to 
set up her own childminding busi¬ 
ness, applied to Cambridgeshire 
County Council for school places 
for three of her children on August 
8 . 

Anna’s 11-year-old daughter, 
Holly Bates, was offered a place 
at Ely College, as there were not 
enough places at Soham Villlage 
College, and she started on Mon¬ 
day. 

But her 13-year-old daughter, 
Willow Bates, and six-year-old 
son, Rowan Hornsby, are both 
still waiting to be offered school 
places. Anna’s fourth child is nine- 
week-old Ava Mathieson. 

Anna says the council has told 


her that there are currently 114 
children in Cambridgeshire with¬ 
out a school place. 

She said: “We’re appalled by the 
way we’re being treated. When we 
moved to Northamptonshire all of 
my children had school places al¬ 
located to them within a week. 

“I applied to Cambridgeshire 
County Council on August 8 and 
still two of my three school-age 
children don’t have a school to go 
to. 

“To describe it as stressful is an 
understatement. We’re constantly 
hitting our heads against a brick 
wall and not getting anywhere 
with the council. 

“I’m starting to regret moving to 
Cambridgeshire but the reason we 
moved here was so that we could 
have a bigger house for me to start 
my childminding business. 

“The council have told me 
there are currently 114 children in 
Cambridgeshire without a school 
placement. It’s disgusting.” 

A council spokesman said Anna 
was made aware that her children 
might not receive school place¬ 
ments until September 19 because 
the authority did not receive her 


application until August 8. 

He said: “We aim to process in¬ 
year applications within 10 school 
days. However, during peak peri¬ 
ods, if an application is submitted 
over the summer or in September, 
for a September start, it may take 
up to 20 school days to process. 
The reason for this is that the ma¬ 
jority of schools are closed in the 
summer and staff will not be ac¬ 
cessing emails. 

“Furthermore, the schools Miss 
Davies expressed a preference for 
are academies and are therefore 
their own admission authority. 
This means that in the majority of 
cases, the admissions team cannot 
offer places without first consult¬ 
ing with the school in question. 

“It is not the case that there 
are 114 children without school 
places. Some will be without a 
place because they are new ap¬ 
plications, but most already have 
a place and are simply requesting 
a move to another school.”

TWO men were taken to hospital 
with burns following an oil tank 
explosion in Stretham. 

The incident happened at 
a property in Reads Street at 
around 10.45am on Tuesday. 

Emergency services, including 
the East Anglian Air Ambulance, 
the East of England Ambulance 
Service NHS Trust (EEAST) and 
Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue

"Both were taken to 
Addenbrooke's Hospital by land 
ambulance for further treatment. 
Their injuries are not believed to 
be life-threatening or serious." 

Neighbours described hearing 
a "loud bang" to the Ely News. 

Benjie Beer, of Reads Street, 
said: "I heard a really loud bang 
and then saw all the ambulances 
outside the house. My mum said 
the flames were really big." 

A fire service spokeswoman 
said the fire was already out 
when crews arrived.

Electoral area 
plans finalised 


PROPOSED new electoral ar¬ 
rangements for the Ely area 
have now been finalised. 

The independent Lo¬ 
cal Government Bound¬ 
ary Commission for England 
published its final recom¬ 
mendations for new elec¬ 
toral arrangements for East 
Cambs District Council this 
week. 

As previously reported, the 
proposals are for East Cambs 
to be represented by 28 dis¬ 
trict councillors in the future 
-11 fewer than there are cur¬ 
rently 

The recommendations 
also propose that those 
councillors should represent 
two three-member wards, 10 
two-member wards and two 
single-member wards across 
the district. 

At first, the commission 
was planning to split Lit- 
tleport into two divisions. 
However, following feedback 
received during the consul¬ 
tation period, the commis¬ 
sion now wants to keep the 
town as one division. 

The commission has also 
amended its proposals for 
Ely. Its previous recommen-

dations had included part of 
Ely and some of its surround¬ 
ing villages in a division with 
Soham and Littleport. 

The commission’s final 
recommendations ensure 
that Ely is represented by 
two electoral divisions which 
match the parish boundary. 

The commission says it 
has also listened to local 
feedback which argued that 
its proposed three-council¬ 
lor Haddenham and Sutton 
ward should be divided in 
a one-councillor ward and 
two-councillor ward to re¬ 
flect community identities in 
that part of the district. 

The final recommenda¬ 
tions are therefore for a 
single-member Haddenham 
ward and a two-member 
Sutton ward. 

The commission also 
received evidence that it 
should combine its one- 
councillor Fordham and 
Isleham wards into a two- 
member ward. The commis¬ 
sion was persuaded that the 


two-councillor ward would 
reflect the ties between local 
parishes. 

Professor Colin Mellors, 
chair of the commission, 
said: “We are extremely 
grateful to people across 
East Cambs who took part 
in the review. The commis¬ 
sion has looked at all the evi¬ 
dence that was put forward 
during the consultation. 

“We believe these recom¬ 
mendations deliver electoral 
fairness for voters as well as 
reflecting community ties 
throughout East Cambs.” 

The proposals must now 
be implemented by Parlia¬ 
ment. A draft order - the le¬ 
gal document which brings 
into force the recommenda¬ 
tions - will be laid in Parlia¬ 
ment in the coming months. 

The draft order provides 
for the new electoral ar¬ 
rangements to come into 
force at the council elections 
in 2019.

College pledge 
opens new era 


STUDENTS at Ely College re¬ 
turned to school on Monday 
to discover new classrooms, 
improvements to outdoor 
areas, and new systems in 
place. 

The school is now be¬ 
ing run by the Cambridge 
Meridian Academies Trust 
(CMAT) and has a new prin¬ 
cipal, Richard Spencer. 

CMAT has been work¬ 
ing within the college since 
March following negotia¬ 
tions with the Department 
for Education (DfE) and the 
school’s former sponsor, 
CfBT Schools Trust (CSE). 

But the start of a new aca¬ 
demic year means it is now 
all systems go with the aim 
of rapidly improving the col¬ 
lege, which was placed into 
special measures by Ofsted 
last spring. 

In a letter to parents and 
carers, Mr Spencer said: “It is 
a pleasure to welcome you to 
a new academic year and an 
exciting new chapter for Ely 
College. 

“The summer has been 
a very busy one at the col¬ 
lege. The students will arrive 
back to a school that looks 
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and feels very different, with 
a number of areas repaint¬ 
ed, house signage added 
throughout, and several new 
teaching spaces. 

“We’ve also improved 
some of the outdoor areas 
and begun to create an at¬ 
tractive new space adjacent 
to the new dining hall and 
science block. More work is 
planned over the next few 
months as we seek to signifi¬ 
cantly improve the learning 
environment. 

“My message to students 
and staff is a simple one - 
let’s be more ambitious and 
seek to really raise the bar in 
terms of what we can achieve 
together.” 

Mr Spencer said there are 
a number of new staff at the 
college, including new math¬ 
ematics teachers - some¬ 
thing which has been lacking 
at the school recently. 

He said a new ‘PLEDGES’ 
system will also be intro¬ 
duced over the next few 
weeks - a system of rewards 


and extended curriculum 
opportunities. 

Mr Spencer said: “There 
is a genuine sense of excite¬ 
ment and optimism that I 
am confident will translate 
into a happier and more set¬ 
tled experience for everyone 
in 2016/17. 

“There will be quite a lot of 
change this year, and change 
can be turbulent for any or¬ 
ganisation. The improve¬ 
ments we will deliver will be 
founded on the values that 
CMAT are so successfully 
bringing to all of our schools. 

“We have tightened our 
expectations in terms of the 
behaviour and effort we will 
expect, but we recognise that 
we must match that with 
teaching that challenges, ex¬ 
cites and inspires.” 

The trust currently oper¬ 
ates six schools in the area 
extending from Stamford 
to Cambridge, all of which 
have improved since joining 
CMAT.

Impact of what 
we eat 

WHAT we eat can have a negative 
impact on our health. It most 
definitely has a negative impact on 


our planet. As much as I support those 
farmers raising livestock on pasture, 
using minimal antibiotics, moving 
their animals regularly to allow the 
soil to regenerate - this is no more 
sustainable than the atrocious 'factory 
farm' system. 

Livestock is responsible for nearly 
20% of all greenhouse gas emissions, 
measured in C02 equivalent. Global 
transportation accounts for 13% of all 
greenhouse gas emissions. Put another 
way what you decide to eat each day 
creates more global warming than 
all the cars, planes, buses and lorries 
in the world combined. Animals 
raised for food emit large amounts 
of greenhouse gases in a different 
way. Directly livestock emits carbon 
dioxide from breathing and we have 
over 60 billion more animals on earth 
than humans (and rising). In the US 
alone, livestock produces 89,000 
pounds of excrement every second. 
That's 130 times as much as the entire 
population of the country. Indirectly, 
livestock adversely affects the carbon 
balance of the land used for feed 
crops and pasture as well as with the 
massive amounts of fossil fuel used 
in the productivity process. All food 
comes from somewhere and requires 
some degree of effort to produce, 
process and transport. With meat, 
dairy or fish products, we affect vastly 
more resources than we could by 
consuming a plant-based diet. As a 
meat eater, I find the above disturbing 
on many levels.

Airguns found 
in house raid 


POLICE raided a man’s 
home on suspicion that he 
may have been involved in 
a firearms incident on the 
south coast, a court heard. 

Detectives found two air 
rifles in a shed, but no evi¬ 
dence of any connection to 
the firearms incident. 

Cambridge Crown Court 
was told that Peter La Roche, 
31, had been looking after 
the rifles - one of which was 
so powerful it required a 
firearms certificate - for his 
father. 

La Roche, a scaffolder, of 
Ashley Gardens, Littleport, 
admitted possessing an air 
rifle without a certificate 
and possessing the gun 
while prohibited, having 
served an earlier prison sen¬ 
tence. 

He was given eight months 
in custody, suspended for a 
year, and ordered to carry 
out 120 hours of unpaid 
work. He must also pay £250 
towards prosecution costs. 

Judge Jonathan Haworth 
told La Roche that being

caught in possession of a 
firearm warranted a prison 
sentence. 

He said: “You were caught 
fairly and squarely in pos¬ 
session of this air rifle, al¬ 
though it has to be said you 
were caught in a number of 
technical ways as well. I ac¬ 
cept you made no use of it 
whatsoever.” 

Judge Howarth said the 
gun in question was found 
to require a firearms cer¬ 
tificate, but also fell below 
the power threshold for a 
licence, depending on the 
ammunition used. 

Adrian Fleming, prosecut¬ 
ing, said a firearms warrant 
was executed at La Roche’s 
home last January. 

“There were suspicions 
that the defendant was in¬ 
volved in an incident on the 
south coast of some kind in 
which a firearm was bran¬ 
dished,” he said. 


Mr Fleming said officers 
found the two air rifles in a 
shed, one of which was more 
powerful than the other. 

He said one of the guns 
needed a certificate because 
of its power and that La 
Roche was prohibited from 
possessing a gun for five 
years after being sentenced 
to 150 days in custody for 
driving while disqualified. 

He had been just inside 
the five-year limit after be¬ 
ing sentenced in 2011. 

Oliver Weetch, defend¬ 
ing, said the weapon, which 
originally belonged to La 
Roche’s grandfather, was 
over 20 years old and was 
only barely over the limit 
which meant it required a 
licence. 

Mr Weetch said La Roche 
did not know he needed a 
certificate for the gun or that 
it qualified as a firearm.

Storyteller Chip 
updating local 

W HEN telling a story, you 
empower your audience. 

They are the real creators, 
taking your words and turning them into 
detailed worlds within their imaginations. 

That's why I love oral storytelling. This 
isn't 'one-man theatre' with rehearsed 
scripts - every telling is new, because 
your audience set the tone, language 
and energy. If they're not engaged, you 
change your performance somehow. 

But of course, you become a 
storyteller by first being a story finder. 
Whether you hear them, read them, 
or live them - from fantasy, history or 
your story - your experience fuels your 
creativity. 

And the tone, language or energy of 
your first encounter with a story will 
affect how much you care about it - 
including any facts or morals it contains. 

So writing a collection of folklore 
for children carries huge responsibility. 
You want to stay true to the past, 
while exciting interest from a new 
generation of story readers, listeners, and 
(eventually) tellers. 

But how do you go from telling 
stories with audiences who shape 
your performance, to writing for 
readers who may never meet you? 

This was the challenge put to me by 
The History Press. They asked me to 
write this book because I specialise in 
storytelling to children, and I've lived in 
Cambridgeshire all my adult life. 

Like most storytellers, though, I 
treat the world's folklore as my source 
(remember that sentence - it will be 
important later. . .) I had a few local tales 
in my repertoire, but I needed more to 
"" 192 pages! 

I began researching with notes 
from a 2008 project I'd produced for 
the Museum of Cambridge with my 
storytelling partner Amy Robinson. Local 
historical objects gave me a good set of 
keywords for searching book indices and 
the Internet. 

For instance, the Museum houses a 
memorial to Elizabeth Woodcock, an 
Impington lady who survived a week 
trapped in snow in 1799. I sought out 
her story - and discovered that it had 
been told as a Victorian street ballad, 
which began like this: 

"She was in prison, as you see 
All in a cave of snow; 

And she could not relieved be, 
Though she was frozen so/' 

Ballads are great for capturing aspects 
of storytelling like tone and energy, 
thanks to literary tools like rhythm 
and rhyme. However, my younger 
audience would be less familiar with 
the alternative meaning of 'relieved' 

- let alone the three-syllable 
pronunciation needed to help it 
scan. 

So I crafted my own version: 

"In the eighteenth 
century, 

One freezing February, 
Eliza and her horse were 
on the road. 

They'd been going quite a 
while, 

And there was no one round for 
miles, 

But things were going well - until it 
snowed..." 

My other sources included the original 
Cambridgeshire Folk Tales by Maureen 
James. Here I found the story of The 
Fearless Girl' - the tale of a farmer's

daughter called Mary, who's set a 
gruesome challenge to test her bravery. 
Mary became Maureen's cover 
illustration - even though Maureen 
admitted that the story may have 
originated in Norfolk. 

But I recognised the story from 
another History Press title: Kent Folk 
Tales. And when I mentioned this 
to Amy, she showed me this story 
in Suffolk Folk Tales too! Remember 
what I said earlier? As a storyteller, 
your source material is the world! 

It seemed 'Fearless Mary' was one 
of those legendary characters that 
storytellers of old made their own. 

Her exact origin is now uncertain. 

I also researched ghost sightings, 
such as a phantom professor 
mentioned in the Cambridge News 
for Halloween 2013. He haunted St 
Andrew's Street, where Robert Sayle 
ran his shop (now John Lewis). 

Robert is a local hero himself, being 
a Victorian philanthropist who helped 
found the Stephen Perse school, and 
who (apparently) invented price tags. 
So here I saw a way to show how 
national legends become vehicles for 
local history. 

"It was easy for the carriage 
to park right next to the shop - 


shoppers were keeping as far away 
from the haunted store as they 
could! Most of them crossed to the 
other side of the road to avoid it. 

Even Robert was nervous. 'This is 
the place, Mary. Good luck!' 

Mary calmly stepped into the 
shop. 

Have you ever been in a shop 
when nobody else is there? It's 
really quiet... shadows lurk behind 
every rail of clothes ... mannequins 
dressed like real people stand 
around as if they're watching you. 

.. Would it not make you a tiny bit 
uneasy? 

Well, Mary didn't care. She 
merrily wandered between the 
clothes rails, enjoying the chance to 
look at some of the finest, prettiest 
dresses. They were all too expensive 
for her and the farmer, of course. 
But Mary was sure that, after Robert 
had taught her to read, she would 
be able to get a very important job! 
Then she would have money to buy 
beautiful dresses! Maybe she could 
get a purple one to go with her 
lavender necklace... 

'YOU!' 

Mary whirled around. The 
phantom professor rushed towards 
her, looking very angry! 


But Mary just tilted her 
head to one side. 'Yes?'" 


I hope this excerpt 
also shows how I 
ensure my audience 
remain empowered. I 
ask questions, but don't 
assume any answers. 

Neither is it too descriptive, 
so readers still create much of 
the world themselves. 

As well as making local folklore 
accessible for children, I wanted 
to encourage them to retell these 
stories to others in their own words. 
That's why a 17-page appendix 
is dedicated to 'Tips for Sharing', 
and the videos being released to 
accompany this book at snailtales.org/ 
folktales deliberately make no use of 
the book's text. I even invited other 
storytellers to perform the stories 
in their words at the book's launch 
party. 

And one story in the book was 
adapted from an original tale created 
by three Year 6 pupils, who sent it to 
me after enjoying my storytelling at 
Petersfield School in Orwell. 

Thanks to The History Press, their 
tale may become the folklore of the 
future!

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Five top tips for painting floorboards 



PERIOD floorboards often have 
modern boards mixed in where 
repairs have been done over the 
years, or you may need to patch 
in new boards to replace dam¬ 
aged ones if you’re uncovering the 
boards for the first time. 

Painting the boards can make it 
easier to disguise new ones than 
with wood stain or varnish, al¬ 
though there may be a noticeable 
difference in the wood grain be¬ 
tween old and new. 

As long as the boards are in good 
condition, you should be able to 
use a wood scraper, sandpaper 
and a handheld electric sander 
to clean them off and make them 
smooth. 

Remember to bang down any 
protruding nails with a nail punch 
and hammer - using a nail punch 
stops you damaging the boards 
with the hammer. 

Boards in a worse state will need 
to be sanded with an industrial 
floor sander. Hiring a sander - 
and an edger for where the sander 
can’t reach - isn’t particularly ex¬ 
pensive, but it’s hot, hard and 
dusty work. 

Afterwards, you may feel that as 
you’ve gone to all that effort, it’s a 
shame to cover the newly sanded 
boards with paint. 

It’s important to clean the sand¬ 
ed boards thoroughly to get the 
best finish. 

Vacuuming them only goes so 
far - wipe them over after vacuum¬ 


ing, ideally with methylated spirits 
(or turps or white spirit), to remove 
any remaining sanding dust. 

Cleaning the boards between 
coats of paint may also be nec¬ 
essary. To clean out the gaps be¬ 
tween the boards, run a knitting 
needle, butter knife or screwdriv¬ 
er down them. 

Newer boards may contain 
resinous knots, which will need 
to be sealed with knotting solu¬ 
tion to prevent the resin bleeding 
through and spoiling the paint. 

Alternatively, you can use Ron- 
seal Knot Block Wood Primer & 
Undercoat (from £7.98 for 250ml, 
B&Q), which seals the knots, 
primes and undercoats in one, 
saving you time and effort. 

You ’ll need to apply wood 
primer/undercoat to all the 
boards - try diluting the first coat 
with about 10% of white spirit so it 
penetrates the wood better. 

After starting to paint the 
boards, you may find that yellow 
patches appear. If normal paint 
won’t cover them, use a stain- 
block paint - Polycell One Coat 
Stain Stop aerosol (£5.50, Tesco 
Direct) dries much quicker than 
most stain blocks. 

If you need to use the room 
again soon, a quick-drying floor¬ 
board paint - water-based ones 
dry fastest - is your best bet. 

However, if you can close the 
door and wait some time for the 
floor to dry, a solvent-based paint 


may be more durable long term 
and should require fewer coats. 
You ’ll have to do several coats 


of water-based white floorboard 
paint, for example, to avoid a 
patchy finish. Water-based white 


paint shouldn’t yellow over time, 
but a solvent-based white prob¬ 
ably will.

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Too lazy to wash 
our own cars? 



MORE than four in 10 (43 per cent) 
British motorists are either too lazy or 
too busy to wash their own cars, and 
get someone else to do it, according 
to a survey carried out by AA Cars, the 
AA's used car portal. That figure rises to 
nearly six in ten (58 per cent) for time- 
poor Londoners. 

In Scotland, the weekend tradition 
still appears to be in fashion with more 
than two-thirds (68 per cent) stating they 
wash their own cars, followed by Wales 
(65 per cent), the North East (63 per 
cent) and South West (62 per cent). 

Almost a quarter (22 per cent) of car 
owners polled now use a pop-up hand 
car wash, which can often be found on a 
supermarket or retail park. 

The AA-Populus poll, which canvassed 
19,619 AA members on how often they 
clean their cars, and the methods most 
frequently used, also revealed that fewer 
professionals (54 per cent) wash their 
own cars compared to semi-skilled and 
manual workers (63 per cent). But 29 
per cent admitting they only gave their 
vehicle a wash once every few months.
